Keansburg police dept. 
probe is a timely idea 


Assembly Speaker Pro Tempore 
Donald K. Tucker recently called on 
Governor James E. McGreevey to “per- 
sonally intervene” in the disciplining of 
Keansburg Acting Police Chief Michael 
Kennedy for using racist slurs in a 
broadcast directive to police officers ear- 
lier this year. 

Tucker, the highest ranking African 
American in the Assembly Majority 
Caucus wants the governor to ask state 
Attorney General Dave Samson to inves- 
tigate the matter as part of measures to 
eliminate racial profiling in the 
Keansburg Police Department. 

We agree with Assemblyman 
Tucker’s assertion that the language used 
by the acting police chief “exceeded the 
bounds of being just a racial slur, indeed 
Mr. Kennedy’s words do send “a per- 
verted message of racial hatred and 
intolerance” that results in the climate 
that we all too often see on police forces 
and that all too often results in African 
Americans becoming the victims of 
ongoing police harassment and even 
tragically, the victims murder by a police 
officer. : 

Mr. Kennedy’s remarks demonstrat- 
ed either a deeply ingrained prejudice 
against African Americans, or a com- 
plete ignorance of the shroud of embar- 
rassment that New Jersey is trying to 
remove from it’s public persona after 
admitting to the practice of racial profil- 
ing, or he was arrogantly comfortable in 
belief that the people around him would 
only snicker in agreement at his remarks. 
The latter reasoning may be true of the 
Keansburg city officials in Keansburg 
and Monmouth County prosecutor’s 
office who according to Donald Tucker 
have responded inadequately to the situ- 
ation, but the remark obviously offended 
the person who blew the whistle. 

Regardless to which egregious rea- 
soning lies at the heart of Mr. Kennedy’s 
remarks, Governor McGreevey would 
be wise to act swiftly and decisively to 
send a message that the taxpayers and 
general public demand fair minded, 
socially aware leaders in government. 
Leaders who respect the public trust, 
regardless of race, creed and color: not 
dinosaurs from the Jim Crow era.

How did Europeans conquer early African nations?

Just how DID Europe conquer 
Africa? No one knows for sure, but a 
few things seem clear. This is how it 
began. By 1400, the Christians of 
Europe had been fighting the forces of 
Islam for centuries, in a series of wars 
called Crusades. The Prophet, 
Muhammad, lived in the Arabian penin- 
sula in the 7th century AD. Towards the 
end of his life, and long after his death, 
his followers, with their swords, spread 
the religion he founded, Islam, deep into 
Africa, Asia, Eastern Europe and 
Western Europe as far as southern 
France. 

For centuries, Muslim armies kept 
Europe cut off from the rest of the 
world. Beginning in the 14th century, 
however, Portuguese ships probed 
relentlessly southward along the African 
coast. They traded for gold, and 
painstakingly, over the course of genera- 
tions, gradually discerned the shape of 
the continent. Armed with this knowl- 
edge, they were eventually able to fash- 


ion a seaward passage to India. When 
the Europeans first reached Africa they 
traded only with the permission of their 
local hosts. The European powers fought 
each other for the privilege of this trade, 
as the locals fought each other for the 
rights to European commerce. Over 
time, though, European influence 
increased and the local powers waned. 
In the trade with Africa the gold that the 
Europeans obtained financed their oVer- 
seas expansion. In time, the European 
powers began to establish plantations in 
islands off the coast of Africa, and then 
in the Americas. Soon enslaved 
Africans eclipsed gold as the desired 
import. In exchange, the Africans 
received mainly firearms which they 
used in wars with each other over rights 
to trade with the Europeans, and to fur- 
nish captives for that commerce. 

In the centuries of the Atlantic slave 
trade, much of the wealth generated by 
the forced labor of enslaved Africans 
was devoted to creating the extensive 
technological innovations that led 
directly to the Industrial Revolution. So 
we see that the, at first tenuous, coastal 


trade with Africans strengthened 
European commercial capitalism trans- 
forming it into all-powerful industrial 
capitalism. The Europeans were now 
producing railroads, iron warships, 
machine guns and artillery. With these, 
in time, their word became law all over 
the world. 

Slowly, but surely, Europe started to 
take a more direct hand in African | 
affairs. To be sure, the Europeans still 
fought each other too, but Africans did 
not become involved in the Europeans’ 
battles. Also, as the title “leading 
power" passed from Portugal to Spain to 
Holland and then finally to England, the 
measure of victory oft proved to be the 
volume of overseas trade. 

So we see that the Europeans only 
grew stronger from their intramural 
wars. The same scenario took place in 
Asia and the Americas. It was not long 
before a full-fledged system of colo- 
nialism began to overspread the world 
entire.

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The power of wealth vs. the power of income

In his book, “Black Wealth Through 
Black Entrepreneurship,” Robert 
Wallace says, “...it becomes painfully 
obvious that the basic problem facing 
the [b]lack community is that it lacks 
significant power to have a direct and 
sustained impact on its own destiny.” 
The key word in his statement is 
“power.” Notice the title includes the 
word “wealth,” not “income,” and if you 
have read the book you also noticed 
Wallace’s instruction to us when it 
comes to capturing real power. 

Too many of us spend most of our 
time bragging about the tremendous so- 
called “spending power” of black folks 
in this country. Did you know that the 
term “Black spending power,” as used 
by the statisticians, simply means “dis- 
posable income?” Yes, black people 
have $600 billion per year in disposable 


income, and as Sister Sharazad Ali says, 
“Black folks have the most disposable 
income because we dispose of most our 
income.” 

So, what is the difference between 
income and wealth when it comes to 
power? Well, the bottom line to wealth 
is net worth. Check out a person’s net 
worth and you can see how wealthy he 
or she is. The latest statistics show that 
black families have a net worth that is 
one-tenth of that of white families—and 
even less than that of Asian families. 
Need I say more? 

The next time you see the statistics 
on black buying power, stop and think 
about the word “power” and what it 
means in that particular context. It is 
power for others to build their own com- 
munities, enabling them to maintain 
their collective hold on the economic 
system of this country. 

This is why I use the term “Black 


buying weakness.” If we continue to 
give our power to someone else through 
our conspicuous consumption of their 
products and services, we will continue 
to have billions of dollars in aggregate 
income and only thousands of dollars in 
individual family wealth. 

The power of wealth manifests itself 
in ownership and control of income-pro- 
ducing assets and infrastructure such as 
banks, hotels, manufacturing facilities, 
real estate, distribution channels, and 
other wealth-builders and wealth-retain- 
ers, and via the transfer of income to 
others, in ownership and control of 
assets by others from whom Black folks 
must purchase our very sustenance. If 
we allow that system to continue, by 
pouring the vast majority of our income 
into the vast pools of wealth owned by 
others, we will always be on the bottom 
of the economic heap. You get the pic- 
ture, I’m sure.

Almost every person has 
experienced a few aches, pains 
and fatigue at one time or 
another in their life. They may 
have noticed a little stiffness or 
some soreness that they attrib- 
uted to the weather. 

For some people, however, 
those little aches and pains may 
be the early signs of a 
lifethreatening disease called 
lupus. 

Lupus is a disease that 
causes the immune system to 
attack the body’s own cells. 
Instead of protecting it against 
foreign invaders, such as infec- 
tions and viruses, the immune 
system of a person with lupus 
produces antibodies that attack 
healthy tissue and organs. 
Lupus strikes approximately 
1.4 million Americans, 90% of 


whom are women. 
AfricanAmericans, Asians, 
Hispanics, and Native 


Americans develop lupus two 
to three times more frequently 
than Caucasians. Although 
more people have lupus than 
leukemia, multiple sclerosis, 
sicklecell anemia or cystic 
fibrosis, those suffering from 
the devastating disease often 


Lupus: early 
warning signs 


feel isolated due to public mis- 
understanding. 

Lupus can be an invisible 
disease. Many people with 
lupus can look perfectly 
healthy. However, lupus can 
attack any internal organ 
including the kidneys, lungs, 
heart, and brain, as well as the 
blood, joints and connective tis- 
sue. Symptoms of lupus can 
range from very mild to 
lifethreatening and can go into 
periods of inactivity. The most 
common symptoms of lupus 
are joint pain or swelling, 
fatigue, fevers, and skin rashes. 

Although the exact cause of 
lupus remains a mystery, 
researchers believe lupus has a 
genetic origin with an environ- 
mental trigger. Unfortunately, 
there is no cure for lupus. 
However, if detected early, doc- 
tors can prescribe medications 
to minimize symptoms, reduce 
inflammation, and maintain 
normal bodily functions. 
Increased professional aware- 
ness, improved diagnostic tech- 
niques, and more accurate eval- 
uation methods are contributing 
to the improved survival of 
people with lupus every year. 
The key to controlling the dis- 
ease is early detection and edu- 
cation.

Cloning for stem cells 
may be endorsed 

WASHINGTON — The 
American Bar Association will 
decide this week whether to 
endorse cloning to advance 
human health, while condemn- 
ing the government interven- 
tion that would make criminals 
of scientists who pursue med- 
ical cloning research. 

The ABA's governing body 
is to vote today or Tuesday on 
what scientists call therapeutic 
cloning, or the engineering of 
human embryos for the med- 
ically precious stem cells they 
contain. Stem cells might then 
develop into replacement tis- 
sue and organs for patients 
with incurable diseases.

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United Nations seeks to reestablish communication lines

NEW YORK - In a continu- 
ing effort to effectively manage 
the "convergences and diver- 
gences" of philosophy between 
the United Nations and the 
United States U.N. Secretary 
General Kofi Annan held a his- 
toric meeting recently to enlist 
the support of black journalists 
from television, radio, and the 
print media, including the 
National Newspaper Publishers 
Association (NNPA). The 
NNPA, also known as the Black 
Press of America, is a 62-year- 
old federation representing 
more than 200 Black communi- 
ty newspapers from across the 
United States. 

Following several staff 
briefings that discussed the 
U.N.'s position on global peace 
and security, the grim challeng- 
ing fight against AIDS, and 
human rights efforts around the 
world. The U.N. staff laid the 
ground work for the historic 
meeting, which according to 
the U.N. staff members was the 
first time a group of black 
reporters, photographers and 
commentators had been invited 
to a round table discussion with 
the Secretary General since its 
inception in 1945. The high 


The 62-year-old Ghanaian 
joined the United Nations sys- 
tem in 1962 as an administra- 
tive and budget officer with the 
World Health Organization 
(WHO) in Geneva. 

"Since the beginning, black 
newspapers have been ardent 
supporters of the U.N. It was 
the Black newspapers that 
raised their voices, to help 
launch the U.N.," said Anon 
addressing the media represen- 
tatives and his guests during a 
luncheon held in the U.N. din- 
ing room that overlooks the 
East River. "We are aware of 
your long-term support of the 
mission of the U.N. Today we 
need your support more than 
ever to help the organization 
live up to the vision and mis- 
sion of it founding members." 

Annan invited members of 
the black press across the U.N.

change of heart by the Bush 
administration. 

A consummate diplomat 
known for his immense negoti- 
ation skills, impeccable sense 
of style and unflappability, 
Annan moved from one world 
topic to another with ease as the 
group lobbed questions at him. 
He said the U.S. recently let the 
U.N. down when it opposed 
distributing a medication that 
blocks mother-to-child trans- 
mission of AIDS. 

“We need to find a way to 
get this AIDS medication to the 
[world’s] poor. I asked them to 
reduce the price [of existing 
AIDS medication] or give it to 
the poor free,” he said referring 
to a meeting with three multina- 
tional pharmaceutical firms. 

The most sensitive issue 
dividing the U.N. and U.S. is 
the war on terrorism. 
President Bush’s position is 
that terrorism is defined by the 
republic. 

“One man’s terrorist is 
another man's freedom fighter," 
Annan said, reflecting on the 
high ideas of due process, civil 
state conduct and human rights. 
"This is a tough environment to 
promote human rights,” he said. 
"There can be no trade-off 
between fighting terrorism and 
[protecting] human rights."

He 
thanked Annan for hosting the 
meeting and recognizing the 
historical importance of the 
Black Press.

In 1996, he 
wrote an editorial for the Wall Street Journal in 
which he criticized a liberal leaning he felt existed 
within his own company. From that day forward, 
Bernard was a marked man, and it was only a mat- 


past the fact that 
Goldberg is an embittered ex-employee with an 
obvious agenda. For many of the allegations he 
makes in his television tell-all, if true, expose the 
networks as a den of lip-service liberals who are 
actually more interested in ratings and money than 
the politically correct positions they espouse on 
the air. 

Because Bernard worked for CBS for so long, 
he is able to offer an insider’s view of people like 
Dan Rather, who he indicts as a power-hungry 
megalomaniac who doesn’t tolerate dissent. The 
self-contradictory aspect of Bias is how it accuses 
the media of being too liberal and too profit-ori- 
ented at the same time.

site. Seen in this light, Bias is commendable for 
unveiling the conservative, capitalist imperative, 
which drives CBS as much as it does any other 
Fortune 500 Company, and for quoting so many 
phonies who would go to great lengths to hide the 
truth from the public. 

Because it is apparently very important to the 
networks to maintain a certain liberal image, I 
have to conclude that Goldberg’s beef would be 
more appropriately framed as a problem with the 
media’s duplicitous nature, not with their politics.

Film trio depicts social 
status of Iranian women 


Since 9-11, it’s fair to 
assume that everybody’s 
much more interested in 
understanding the Arab 
world. A couple of years ago, 
The Day I Became a Woman, 
a collection of three Iranian 
feminist films, was all but 
overlooked by the movie- 
going audience. But that fas- 
cinating trio offered an hon- 
est peek at the quality of life 
of females in Iran under that 
country’s repressive, reli- 
gious regime. Without con- 
descending to an expressly 
polemical point-of-view, the 
movie still made a powerful 
point about the second-class 
status of Muslim women in a 
fundamentalist state. 

Now Secret Ballot, also 
from Iran, takes another fas- 
cinating look at some of the 
severe limitations encoun- 
tered by women there. 
Directed by Babak Payami 
(One More Day) this road 
movie revolving around a 
couple of unlikely buddies 
offers a compelling mix of 
biting satire and light-heart- 
ed comedy. It all takes place 
on the enchanting island of 
Kish in the Persian Gulf, a 
locale which lends itself to 


alternately stark and spectac- 
ular cinematography. 

The film, which takes 
place only over the course of 
Election Day, stars Nassim 
Abdi as the government poll- 
ster sent to the island to col- 
lect the votes and Cyrus 
Abidi as the surprised soldier 
with orders to serve as chauf- 
feur on her appointed 
rounds. Much is made, at 
every turn, about the differ- 
ences in the way women are 
treated by the sexist culture. 

For instance, the soldier 
refuses to believe that the 
woman is his boss until she 
produces clear and convinc- 
ing written proof. And even 
after that, he gives only a 
grudging acceptance of her 
authority, creating a tense, 
male-female dynamic evoca- 
tive of Lena Wertmuller’s 
Swept Away. And things are 
no easier for our heroine at 
the polls. In one town, where 
a polygamist expects to cast 
all the votes for each of his 
wives, our heroine encoun- 
ters considerable resistance 
when she insists that that the 
man allow them to vote for 
themselves, individually.

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WNYV spraying begins in Monmouth County 


The Monmouth County Mosquito 
Extermination Commission (MCMEC) 
announced today that they will be spray- 
ing to kill adult mosquitoes in sections 
of Spring Lake, South Belmar and 
Shrewsbury Borough to break the 
amplification of West Nile virus (WNV) 
in the bird mosquito cycle. Spraying 
began Wednesday between the hours of 
7:30 PM to 11:00 PM. 

“This action is being taken as a 
result of concentrated clusters of crows 
and mosquito samples that have recently 
tested positive for West Nile virus in the 
cited areas,” said Douglas Guthrie Sr., 
Commission Superintendent. 

“The species of mosquitoes that test- 


ed positive prefer to bite birds, but have 
been known to bite humans. By spraying 
for mosquitoes now, we hope to reduce 
the adult population, cut off the amplifi- 
cation of the virus in the bird mosquito 
cycle and avoid crossover into mosquito 
species that prefer humans,” Guthrie 
added. 

“The drought has certainly helped to 
keep overall mosquito numbers in 
check. By knocking down the existing 
adult mosquito population in these areas 
of concentrated WNV activity, the mos- 
quito populations may become too 
stressed to recover to the populations 
levels needed for continued amplifica- 
tion of the virus to occur,” explained 


Guthrie. 

In addition to the scheduled spraying 
that is in response to escalated West Nile 
virus activity, spraying will also be con- 
ducted in sections of Belford and Port 
Monmouth to reduce a localized popula- 
tion of salt marsh mosquitoes that were 
produced on the recent high tide period. 

“Currently, there is little evidence of 
WNYV in this area; however, over the 
past 3 years these sections have been tar- 
geted for WNV control. Therefore, it is 
prudent to keep the adult mosquito pop- 
ulation down,” explained Guthrie.

quito and on their West Nile hotline 
(732) 578-1600. “Callers will hear infor- 
mation about the areas to be sprayed, 
dates and times,” Guthrie noted The 
Commission has also notified municipal 
officials, health officers and police of 
these plans. The Commission will target 
their spraying for adult mosquitoes in 
the designated zones using highly tech- 
nical truck mounted ULV (Ultra Low 
Volume) machines. The product being 
applied is resmethrin.

"The events of September 11th 
shattered our domestic tranquility and 
threatened us all," said McGreevey. 
"Our neighbors died. Our buildings 
fell. On America's second day of 
infamy, tragedy struck our nation as 
terrorists attacked the twin towers of 
the World Trade Center and 
Washington and brought a flight origi- 
nating from Newark down in a 
Pennsylvania field.” 

On the evening of Thursday, 
September Sth, the Governor and First 
Lady Dina Matos McGreevey will host 
a private reception at Drumthwacket 
for the victim’s families. On Tuesday, 
September 10th a private Candlelight 
Vigil Memorial Service will be held at 
Liberty State Park in Jersey City. 

"The input we have received from 
victims’ families have indicated an 
overwhelming desire for the State of 
New Jersey to recognize and honor 
each New Jerseyan whose life was lost 
in the attacks,” said McGreevey. 

On September 11th Governor 
McGreevey will take part in commem- 
oration services at Ground Zero, along 
with the victims’ families.

McGreevey has asked all houses of 
worship in New Jersey to ring their 
bells to commemorate the moments 
that each hijacked plane took the lives 
of so many innocent victims. The first 
two planes — which eventually 
destroyed the World Trade Center — 
struck the towers at 8:46 a.m. and 9:03 
a.m. Flight 77 struck the Pentagon at 
9:43 a.m. and flight 93, which origi- 
nated out of Newark, was brought 
down in a Pennsylvania field at 10:10 
a.m. 

Some churches and organizations, 
including the St. James A.M.E. 
Church, and the Newark Museum have 
also announced special observances of 
the September 11 anniversary. 

At 5:30 p.m. on September 11th, 
there will be a concert at the Trenton 
War Memorial by The Orchestra of St. 
Peter By the Sea, and the NJ 
Symphony Orchestra will also present 
a free concert at LIberty State Park 
beginning at 7:00 p.m.

NJ to sue over pension losses 


TRENTON - Attorney General 
David Samson announced recently that 
the Division of Law has completed a 
preliminary review of state pension 
investments and is prepared to retain 
outside legal counsel to file suit against 
a number of corporations alleged to 
have engaged in misconduct that result- 
ed in large losses for the state’s invest- 
ment portfolio. 

“The State has incurred huge losses 
that can be attributed in many 
instances to corporate mismanagement, 
misconduct and greed,” said Samson. 
“We plan to file complaints against the 
corporations involved to recoup as 
much of the losses as we can. We will 


ae 
continue to protect the financiai inter- 
ests of the citizens of New Jersey and 
the integrity of our investment 
process.” 


The Attorney General said his deci- 
sion to engage outside counsel repre- 
sents the next phase in the State’s effort 
to hold the offending corporations 
accountable. Samson said his office 
plans to retain outside law firms with 
expertise in this area to work with 
lawyers in the Division of Law to for- 
mulate litigation strategies. Samson 
said the State is continuing its review of 
whether outside investment advisory 
firms provided misleading advice to the 
Division of Investment.
